An investigation of the City Jail 
and of police methods was demanded 
by President Works of the Council 
yesterday and the demand was an- 
Swered by instructions to the Legis- 
lative Committee, composed of Lusk, 
Andrews and Plant to make a thorough 
one. 

Works said the recent visit of the 
Council demonstrated fully that the jail 
is not only inadequate, but is abomin- 
ably kept, and that he wondered what 
the Board of Health and the Police 
Commission have been doing that they 
did not give conditions their attention. 

He also declared twenty-five detec- 
tives have been kept at a salary of 
$150 a month each and that 90 per cent. 
ef their work has been enforcing State 
laws that the sheriff's office should look 
after at county expense. Five detec- 
tives are ample, he said, and this re- 
duction would save the city $3000 a 
month. In addition he sid the city 
is at great expense caring for prisoners 
charged with violating State laws, 
who ought to be in the County Jali. 

But his principal condemnation was of 
what he termed the brutal treatment 
of persons by the police and 
the 8 ot denying those ar- 
rest ball or communication with 
friends or family anu, often withou:

OF MANCHURIA. 
There is a smouldering volcano under Man- 
churia. It may break out at no far-off time in an- 
other war between Russia and Japan. The late 
war between these powers was to determine which 
should be dominant in North China and Korea. 
With Russia the idea. was to gain territory on the 
sea far enough south to afford an open, all-the- 
year-around harbor, where a fleet of merchant 
ships might find a home port under the flag of the 
empire and where a naval base of operations might 
be maintained to protect the merchant marine. On 
the side of Japan the ide was to prevent a for- 
midable power, in no way friendly, gaining such an 
advantage and becoming a constant threat to that 
-empire in its island home, The Japanese feel that 
the independent existence of the empire hinges on 
wis. 

The war, turning out in favor of the oriental 
power, has enabled it to get practically absolute 
control of Korea. The Mikado’s government does 
hot consider the question fully settled yet. It is 
the prevailing opinion that Russia is only taking 
time to regain her exhausted strength to make an- 
other attempt to drivé the rival power back across 
the straits to the islands where the Japanese have 
been for ages. It is felt in all the capitals of Eu- 
rope that this is a view founded on great probabil- 
ities. The United States is of the same opinion. 

What about China? There is the vital point. 
That empire, the rea] owner of Manchuria, is lost 
to sight in the conflict. It is beyond ques- 
tion that Manchuria must not remain part of the 
Chinese empire. It must go to either Russia or 
Japan in the end. Both wish to gain control of the 
territory and are willing to fight the great battle 
over again to determine which shall have the prize. 

So far as Europe is concerned, the game might 
go on to the end. Great Britain, France and Ger- 
many have much at stake in China. They wouid 
be quite content to see Russia and Japan fight the 
battle out to a finish, and would not care much 
which might win. They would be on hand, and 
when Manchuria went to either power, each of the 
others while the breaking up of China was in prog- 
ress would expect to grab a good-sized piece of the 
wreck.

Immigration in 1909. 
BY WALTER J. BALLARD. 

The Secretary. of Commerce and Labor says that 
the actual net increase in the alien population of 
the United States in 1009 fiscal year was 543,843, 
against 209,687 in 1908, an increase over that year 
of 333,976. This growth occurred in the last half 
of the fiscal year. This indicates that the trend of 
immigration is again upward and that it is rapidiy 
assuming the large proportions of the three or 
four years pricy to 1908 and the first half of 1909. 

Immigrants who entered numbered 751,786, and 
225,802 devarted. Of those who entered, 624,876 
were between the ages of 14 and 44, while 88,393 
of those who departed were under 14, and 38,517 
were 45 or over—about the same as for the year 
before, relativély. Of those who entered, 191,049 
could neither read nor ‘write, excluding all under 
14 years of age. The illiteracy was per cent., 
against 26 per cent. in 1908. Arriving aliens 
brought $17,331,828, about $23.50 apiece. 

_ Rejections for various causes (principally pau- 
pera, ars and contagious diseases) numbered 
10,411, including 1172 “contract laborers,” 504 
prostitutes and procurers, and 273 criminals. There 
was a marked increase in the rejections of crim. 
inals, prostitutes and procurers, due to unremitting

CITIZENS HAVE RIGHTS. 


Patroimen Must Net Abuse Their Au- 
thority, Say Police Commissioners. 
Charges Heard. 

After four months of persistent effort 
S. H. Jaffe obtained a trial of his 
charges against Patrolman J. W. Corn- 
wall for unwarranted arrest, Septem- 
ber 16, at First and Main streets. Dur- 
that time efforts of the Police 
Commission to get a report from the 
Chief's office were unsuccessful unt 
about a month ago, when Commis- 
sioner Topham insisted that some re- 
port be made. The report justified the 
patrolman. 

But the commission thought a trial 
proper and it was held jast night. It 
disclosed that because Jaffe and Rev. 
Arthur U. Lioyd, now a pastor at Re- 
dondo, offered mild objection to Corn- 
walls treatment of a drunken prisoner, 
the patrolman arrested them and ac- 
cused them at the polite station of 
blockading the street. Justice Williams 
discharged them after a brief exam- 
nation.

GARDENER DEMANDS INDEMNITY 
FOR QEPREDATIONS.

Fowl’s Owner, Who Loves Her 
Dearly, Becomes Wroth and Starts 
Legal Proceedings Which Are Dis- 
missed After Investigation—Great 
Sensation at Watts. 


A neighborhood row over a chicken 
supposed to be worth $1 and held as 
hostage for the payment of 50 cents 
damages, has caused woe among resi- 
dents of Watts, a legal struggle in 
which the District Attorney’s office has 
acted as arbitrator, and strained feel- 
ings between Mrs. Emm: Burger and 
Gus Peterson. 

The fowl is named Lucy. Peterson 
owns the hen and several others like 
her. He cares for his poultry just as 
a dog fancier care for his kennels. He 
named each her and they varly came 
to answer to his call. . 

Mrs. Burger lives next door. She is 
a garden enthusiast. She has no par- 
ticular dislike for chickens so long 
as they keep away from her plants. 
Mrs. Burger had some une specimens 
of cabbage, lettuce and radishes. She 
did not call them each by name, but 
she loved them just the same. 

Sunday, she received a number of 
packages of fine seed from New York. 
With the enthusiasm of an expert she 
hurried to her 
fine soil and planted. 

She spent the entire morning at the 
work. During the afternoon she went 
to the yard to inspect the crop. And 
right before her very eyes were the 
chickens of Peterson, plying their 
trade merrily, scratching and cooing 
with content as they scattered the eartn 
and gobbied up the imported seeds. 

Mrs. Peterson from beyond the fence 
gazed om with a motherly smile very 
like the kind a fond parent bestows 
upon her offspring when she sees him 
having the greatest fun possible 
breaking neighbors’s windows. 

About that time, soft and. thrilling 
music played an important part in 
the drama. Mrs. Burger approached 
the marauding hens in a stealthy and 
subtie manner trying to look as much 
as possible like a seed, so as to entice 
them toward er. 

But the hens were wise. At each 
clutch from the eager hands of the an- 
gered woman they squawked, made
